Under tlf^ terms of this Scholar- 
ship, the L'!i:vfr.s;::c:j are divided 
into Cour sroui'.-î; the University of 
lirltlsh Columbia, the Univorsitlea 
of the Prairie Provinces, those of 
Ontario and Quebec, and those of 
the Maritime Provinces. .\n Ex- 
change Student niu.st select a Uni- 
vei-sity In a different section from 
that which he is now attending. 
That is, a McOill man may not at- 
tend another University in Quebec 
or OuUrio on an Kxchange Schol- 
arship. 

The sole conditions are that the 
studeiit, though pot necessarily ot 
first class standing, must be re- 
presentativo of his university In 
every way. and luii.'-t return at the 
end of tho year lo complete his 
course at tho home university.
